Gas at Eight Cents. 
From the New York Sun. 

Tests made by Dr. Fischer, the well known Ger- 
man chemist, show that in the ordinary domestic 
stoves in use not more than 20 per oe of the fuel 
consumed is really utilized for warming the rooms, 
whereas with stoves burning gas 80 per cent and 
more of the possible effect is obtained. In a certain 
sugar manufactory at Elsdorf, it is stated, no steam 
engines have been used for several years. Gas is 
made at a cost of about twenty cents per thousand 
feet, and is used for lighting and for driving gas 
engines. At the great Schultz Iron Works at Essen 
water gas is made at a cost of about sixteen cents 
a. thousand feet, and serves for both fires and 
lighting. For the latter purpose a ring is fixed over 
the burners, having rods or pencils of magnesia 
attached, these being made glowing hot by the 
non-luminevus gas flame asd emitting an excellent 
light. Tue abandonment of burning coal direct for 
heating will do away with all the disadvantages of 
smoke.

He Will Not Admit to Communion 


Any Children Who Attend Them— 
His Action Creates Quite a Stir’ in 
Religious Circles—What Vicar-Gen- 
eral Brady Has to Say—Other Inter- 
views. 


Rev. Father James McCaffrey of St. Patrick's 
Church (Roman Catholic) has created something of 
a sensation among his parishioners and the people 
of other -parishes by announcing from his puipit 
yesterday moroing that the Catholic children of his 
church who are sent to public schools will not be 
prepared for the performance of their first com- 
munion by any of the priests of the parish, nor 
would they be received and given instructions for 
the celebration of that event by the priests of the 
Jesuit church, Father McCaffrey has just returned 
from Europe, and this is his first fulmination. He 
is known for explosions of this kind, and it is no 
more than was expected that when be 
returned from a voyage to the Ol 
World, . primed and “vitalized with 
new accretion of strength from his long trip, 
he would make another effort to fill up his large 
school with the children who have strayed away 
from it. Father McCaffrey has been the parish 


priest of St. Patrick's Church for man 2 now, 
and has worked hard to free the pari rom debt. 
and to complete and clear from indebtedness a 
large school building. Now, that he has to a great 


parisuioners should be so wanting in respect as to 
send their boys and girls to the public schools. He 
bas let down all the bars for them, giving free 
schooling to those who claim it and free books to a 
large class of poor children. But in spite of this it 
appears that a great many are sent to the public 
schools and the marked number of these at the be- 
gioning of the present school year is no doubt the 
source and cause of Father M rey’s dictum.
